Briefly we are attempting to find out whether or not it is possible to 
demonst;rate creation of new types of Sal&monella by attempting ocos8overs a8 
3gc'u a-ted for E. coli. Our object is twofold% first, to 8ee whether 
the structure is controlled by "genes" as you demonstrated for the 
e;ro equirements of E. coli; second, to get some basis for consolidation 
and reclassification of the numerous "species" now recognized by some 
authorities in the Sal~monella group. If our experiments work out we hope 
to investigate other points in the genetic8 of the Sailmonella organisms. 
So far our work has been preparatory in nature and maLnly involves pro- 
ducing the materials and the techniques necessary for attacking this prob- 
lem. We have attempted no crossovers as yet but hope to get to this point 
in a month or so* 

We will be glad to keep you informed of the progress of our work as it 
develops.
